C.S.F.A. RECEIVES GRANT FROM THE COLUMBIA 

FOUNDATION 

The Board of Directors of the Association are happy to announce 
that the California School of Fine Arts has been awarded a 
grant-in-aid from the Columbia Foundation of San Francisco 
in the amount of $11, 000.

Altogether the 
Humanities department will be able to offer a curriculum of 
remarkable scope and quality, and one singularly adapted to 
the needs of the students.
